THE SOUTH AND DAIRY FARMING 


The senate passed the McNary amend- 


ment, identical with the Boileau proposal 
in the House, designed to protect the dairy 
industry from encroachment by idle acres 
elsewhere. But the vote was close, 41 to 
38. And the battle is not over. 


The amendment prohibits the payment 


* of usual subsidies unless the Secretary of 
-Agriculture finds that the land diverted 
from corn, cotton, wheat or other com- 
modities is not put to use for the purpose 
of raising poultry or livestock or pro- 
ducing poultry or dairy products for the 
market. 


The closeness of the vote may indicate 


much trouble with the administration of 
the law even if it is passed. 


Senator Reynolds of North Carolina 


frankly admitted upon the floor that his 
state was very much interested in using 
the land diverted from cotton and tobacco 
for the expansion of the dairy industry. 
And he intimated that his people could 


; riot be stopped. He likewise gave a hint 
'. of the methods that are to be employed 
. to hoodwink the dairy states and render 
nugatory the McNary amendment if it 


" passes. He asserted that so far as poultry 


was concerned farmers could not be ex- 
pected to keep their chickens off any par- 
ticular piece of land.

Nye's don't-fight-at-any-price cam- 
paign has taken effect, but at any 
rate the country somehow forgot to 
shout "Remember the Panay." 


Twenty years ago we 
shouted: 


"Remember the Lusitahia." Ships, 
shell and soldiers were sent to 
France. 


Forty years ago we shouted: "Re- 


member the Maine. Ships, shell and 
soldiers were sent to Cuba. 


The gunboat Panay, bombed by 


Japanese planes, sank in the mud 
soup of the Yangtze. Yet the quan- 
tity of war spirit generated could 
have been carried in a hip flask. 
In Washington it was treated as a 
serious incident The state depart- 
ment and the Japanese embassy and 
the British embassy played the 
role of diplomats concerned with 
a serious incident. 


But there was not the slightest 


note of strain in the negotiations. 
All sides seemed to feel they knew 
how it was coming out—in a gen- 
eral way—clmost before the Yangt- 
ze had begun to silt over the sunk- 
en Panay. There would be no war. 
There would be no reprisals. Japan 
would probably pay indemnities to 
survivors of the dead, to the wound- 
ed crew and passengers, and to the 
V. S. treasury for another gunboat.

A Brake On Japan 


Taken in the particular instance, 


the death of a sailor is a sorrowful 
affair. But in the determination of 
military and diplomatic affairs sai- 
lors are expendible in accomplish- 
ing a purpuose.

Panay up into the war zone with 
the specific purpose of creating an 
incident. Nevertheless, as an inci-

Mother Must Cooperate 


With Child's Nursemaid 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Many mothers have to work outside the home: all mothers have to 


work inside it. Those who work outside have to have a helper who looks 
after the children, and the helper always complicates things. It just can't 
be helped. Nobody is quite like anybody else, and it would be unreason- 
able to expect that the helper would be just like mother, think like her, 
or behave like her. The mother has lo accept that fact and adjust herself, 
and help to adjust the child to it. 


After finding the best person available the mother must leach the child 


to accept the substitute, obey her, and cooperate with her. It won't do to 
listen to a string of childish complaints, take sides with the child against 
the helper, and expect any degree of peace thereafter. If the helper is nol 
the right sort Ihe answer is easy. If the is. Ihe way is set. The child must 
sive cheerful cooperation, learn to do his share loward lightening the 
home difficulties. Once the helper has been accepted as a permanent 
member of Ihe family she must be sustained in her position of leadership 
and aulhority. 


Sometimes an elderly relative takes the position. Grandmother or aunt 


step into the vacant place. Maybe age and infirmity are manifested in dis- 
position and action. If that is so. and friction between the guardian and 
Ihe chilrden results, the guardian 
has to be sustained if at all possible. 
Teach the children that grandma, or 
auntie, is not very well, that she 
needs help and kindness from them. 
That will be a far better way of 
solving the difficulty than the com- 
mon one of criticizing the guardian 
in Ihe presence of Ihe children. 


Don't make Ihe mistake of saying, 


"They're perfectly good when I am 
with them." Maybe they nre. They 
are likely to be if your presence is 
rare, or if it means indulgences not 
possible under ordinary conditions. 


Don't upset any schedule that the 


guardian has established. She has 
done this in the face of heavy odds, 
for the child's sake. It is no easy 
matter to train a child to eat at a 
set time, lo go lo bed by Ihe clock, 
or do any of Ihe uninteresting, but 
essential, chores that present them- 
selves to children. Don't make your 
home-coming a signal for a general 
let-down of discipline. 


This holds good for homecoming 


fathers, too; for anybody who re- 
turns to meet children who have 
been under the care of another for 
a day or a year. Don'l break rou-
